Shows California ‘Gold’ Glitters 


California gold may have lost 
its glitter, as some claim. But 
the amount of “gold” spent in the 
state as represented by the all- 
time high of almost $11,400,- 
100,000 in taxable sales certain- 
ly hasn’t ceased* to glitter. 

It shone to the tune of $290,- 
000,000 in state. revenues in 1948 
produced as a result of the rec- 
ord-breaking taxable sales. 

These figures were released to- 
iay by William G. Bonelli, chair- 
man of the State Board of Equal- 
ization, who pointed to the fact

In dollars and cents, these fig-

WASHINGTON-~— President Tru- 
man is pressing for the new fed- 
eral pay raise bills for top gov- 
ernment executives as a matter 
that it 
will help him materially ‘with his 
acute personnel difficulties. His 
leaders have promised him prompt 
action and they are publicly opti- 
mistic, 

Privately they wish they were 
sure of success. An economy bloc 
in the senate has not yet jelled, 
but the determination not to raise 
taxes—the real bond between the 
Republicans and the Southern Con- 
servatives—-has. 

That determination will be test- 
ed repeatedly in the senate as 
the heavy spending comes up. Ad- 
ministration plans are to slip in 
the pay raises before they run 
afoul of a costly measure like 
defense, but so far the Democrats 
have not been notoriously success- 
ful with their timetable. 

As they watch the time slip 
away and the pressures mount, 
more thoughtful members of the 
senate are beginning to wish that 
the president would limit his ob- 
jectives and thus lessen the risk 
to the essentials. They are satis- 


fied, for example, that the pay 
raises should pass; that a world 
power in America’s position can- 


not manage its affairs with execu- 
tives getting $10,000 a year and 
less. What they fear is that in a 
mass of spending legislation, ex- 
acily the wrong things will fall 
economy axe. 

The president would not need 
to sound a public retreat, these 
senators suggest. But, they say, 
he could quietly pass the word on 
what first things he was putting 
first, and he could probably get 
them,

Birth of New Kingdom

Disposition of Italy’s African 
colonies may see the birth of a 
new kingdom in the Mediterranean 
country of Cyrenaica under the 
Emir Sayid Mohammed Idris E) 
Senussi. This princely personage 
is regarded as both religious and 
temporal ruler by his people. 

The question of the colonies is 
now before the political committee 
of the United Nations general as- 
sembly. The United States has 
proposed that Cyrenaica, which is 
the eastern portion of Libya, be 
placed under British trusteeship. 
British Minister of State Hector 
McNeil has stated that “if this 
should prove to be the will of the 
assembly my government will 
faithfully and solemnly attempi 
to discharge such a mandate and 
would find such a proposal ¢ 
happy one.” 

Britain has two reasons for lik- 
ing this solution. One is that dur- 
ing the war she promised the 
Senussi (a Moslem religious sect 
of Arabs) that never again would 
they be returned to Italian rule 
and perhaps more sig- 
is that Cyrenaica is ¢& 
powerful military base, dominat- 
ing the main shipping route 
through the Mediterranean. Amer- 
ica is mightily interested in that 
fact, too. 

Back in December of '43, whil 
Montgomery was in process of 
driving Rommel eastward across 
the desert, I visited Libya and 
later had a long talk in Cairo with 
the Emir Sayid, who is better 
known as the Grand Senussi. He 
told me he expected his people t«

No one could 
be protector of Islam unless hv 
embraced the faith and was ele- 
vated to the position of protector 


by his followers. Every Moslem 
knows that, and so Il Duce'’s title 
is as empty as his head.” 

The Senussi suffered cruelly as 
Mussolini drove them out from 
their coastal farms which had 
been tilled by their ancestors since 
the days when Cleopatra baskeci 
in the sun beside the blue waters 
which wash the Libyan shore. Na- 
tives told me that thousands of 
their people perished in the desert 
to which they were driven with- 
out the wherewithal to care for 
themselves. Thousands more are 
said to have died in Italian Mar- 
shal Graziani’s concentration 
camps. ‘ 

Then Mussolini put thousands 
of Italian colonists on the farms, 
and developed the land systemat- 
ically. It is true that the lan’ 
blossomed , and the colonists cid 
well. It was a monument to Il 
Duce, and his unbridled egotism 
could be seen in the fact that on 
che outside of every one of the 


|thousands of houses and commu- 


nity buildings there was painted 
in black letters a foot high “Duce.” 

At long last the war ende@, end 
the Senussi who had survived 
came back from their desert hide- 
outs and took possession of their 
farms. I saw them laboring 4ili- 
gently to reclaim their own.

EASTER CAKES.

If a bakery in your neighbor- 
hood has a Lamb Cake (cake 
shaped in the form of a lamb), 
nothing could be more enchanting 
to serve during Easter when 
friends drop in. Or if you are able 
to obtain one of the lamb malds 
in which these cakes are baked, 
you can prepare it yourself. Serve 
coffee with the cake—and give 
your guests a choice of both the 
regular and decaffeinated varie- 
ties; the latter for those who are 
inclined to count sheep! 

Lamb molds aside, you can still 
make a lovely Easter cake by fol- 
lowing this rule: 

EASTER CAKE WITH WHITE 
FUDGE FROSTING 
Ingredients for Cake: 2 cups 
sifted cake flour, 214 teaspoons 
double-acting baking powder, % 
teaspoon salt, 4% cup butter or 
margarine, 1 teaspoon vanilla, 1% 
cups sugar, 1 cup milk less 2 

tablespoons, 3 egg whites. 

Ingredients for Frosting: 3 cups 
sugar, % teaspoon salt, 1% cups 
milk, 1 tablespoon light corn 
syrup, 3 tablespoons butter or 
margarine, 4% teaspoon vanilla, % 
teaspoon almond flavoring. 

Method for Cake: Mix and sift 
flour, baking powder, and galt to- 
; Sether. Cream butter or mar- 
garine and vanilla; add 1 cup of 
the sugar gradually, and continue 
creaming until light and fluffy. 
Add the flour in 4 additions, al- 
ternately with the milk; begin and 
end with the flour and beat after 


reach addition only until smooth. 
Beat egg whites until foamy with, 
electric mixer or rotary beater, 
add the remaining quarter cup 
sugat gradually, and beat only 
until the mixture will hold up in 
soft peaks when the beater is 
slowly withdrawn. Now beat ,gg 
whites thoroughly into the batter. 
Turn into two deep round greased 
8-inch layer pans that have been 
lined on the bottom with waxed 
or brown paper and the paper 
greased. Bake in a moderate (375 
degrees F.) oven for 23 minutes 
or until done. Allow to stand for 
5 minutes before turning out on 
cake racks. Strip paper off, cool 
thoroughly, and spread frosting 
between layers and on top and 
sides of cake. 

Method for Frosting: Mix sugar, 
salt, milk, and corn syrup in a 
heavy saucepan. Bring quickly to 
a boil, stirring until sugar is dis- 
solved. Boil, without stirring, un- 
til a small amount of mixture 
forms a very soft ball in cold 
water (or to & temperature of 234 
degrees F.). Remove from heat. 
Add butter or margarine, vanilla 
and almond flavoring. Cool to 
lukewarm (110 degrees F.). Beat 
with electric mixer or wooden 
spoon until it is of spreading con- 
sistency. If necessary, place over 
hot water to keep soft while 
spreading. For Easter garnish, 
tint butter frosting or whipped 
cream pink and green with food 
coloring; force through pastry 
tube to form flowers and leaves.
